Apart from this class, 
the outlook is encouraging.’ Dogmatic free- 
traders are rarely heard nowadays. . Ration- 
alopponents of protection content them- 
selves with the advocacy of arevenue tariff ; 
they do not propose to pull down hastily 
the system under which great interests have 
grown,—they urge only a revision which 
shall remove the flagrant wrongs and ab- 
surdities ofthe present system, shall en- 
courage industries instead of crushing them, 
shall make possible an enlargement of our 
foreign trade, and shall at the same time 
provide for the wants of the Treasury. 

These are objects that commend themselves 
to the great body of the business com- 
munity, irrespective of party. Whether at- 
tained next session or in another Congress, 
their ultimate attainment is as certain 
as anything contingent upon legisia- 
tion can be. Should the Democratic 
managers‘80 shape the talked-of plan as to 
make it subordinate to party purposes, the 
duty of Republican friends of revision will 
be none the less clear. They will have an 
opportunity of vindicating their own integ- 
rity and at the same time exposing the dis- 
honesty of Democratic professions. Next 
to the currency, the tariff is the best avail- 
able question for bringing together good 
men of both parties. 

On. other grounds, itis to be hoped that the 
tariff question will become one of the liv- 
ing questions of the hour.

OUR BRITISH TRADE. 

The returns of the Board of Trade of Groat 
Britain for September and the nine months 
preceding show no very striking changes in 
the general trade of Great Britain, though 
there are some extremely interesting. sta- 
tistics relating to the United States. In 
the total imports of the United Kingdom, 
the month of September shows a slight in- 
crease, 1.8 per cent., as compared with 
1878, while the nine months show a fall- 
ing off of 8.2 per cent. In the exports 
of home productions from the United King- 
dom for the first three quarters of the year 
there is a‘net falling off. of 3.3 per cent., 
while for the month of September there is 
an inerease of 5.1 per cent., which is the 
most encouraging feature of the returns. 
There has also been a very considerable in- 
crease in the re-exports of colonial and for- 
eign produce, and especially in wool, cot- 
ton, and coffee, those of the two former 
being for France, Belgium, and Germany. 
The imports of raw materials for 
manufacture show s marked and continued 
decrease, being about 11 per cent. for six- 
teen principal articles, while there is much 
the same decrease in the imports of manu- 
factured articles. These changes—an in- 
crease of exports, with a decrease in the 
imports both of raw material and of manu- 
factured~ goods—tend to establish the

There has also been an increase in the ex- 
ports from England to the United States for 
September, of copper, the total amount of 
which is, however, still slight; of hardware, 
about 40 per cent.; of lead, reaching 400 
per cent.; and of machinery and mill-work, 
about 100 per cent. In general manufac- 
tures there was an increase for that month 
in the following-named articles: Alkali. 
50 per cent.; haberdashery and millinery, 
40 per cent.; linen manufactures, 45 per 
cent.; salt,140 per cent.; spirits, 35 per 
eent.; wool, from £106 for September, 
1878, to £96,624 for September, 1879 ; 
of mixed woolen goods, 45 per cent.; of all- 
wool stuffs 93 per cent., agaizist a consider- 
able decrease for the first three'quarters of 
the year, and a slight increase, the first 
in a long time,in carpets. On the other 
hand, there is a slight falling off in the ex- 
ports to this country of jute, cotton manu- 
factures, silk manufactures, and earthen- 
ware and china, It will thus be seen, asa 
general conclusion, that the tendeney is in 
part. to take pay for our large food exports 
in goods.

It is evident that another dispensation 
of “ Jersey justice” will be required before 
the Ring-ridden and plundered counties of 
New-Jersey can be thoroughly redeemed. 
One might naturally suppose that the ex- 
posures made in the Counties of Warren, 
Sussex; Bomerset,, and Hunterdon would 


have shamed the corruptionists into ob- 
security for a time. In Warren County, 
seventeen public officers were indicted and 
put on trial. Ten of these were convicted, 
and eight of them are now serving out 
terms of confinement in the State Prison 
at Trenton, Seven of the defendants 
escaped conviction, and two were 
let off with the imposing of. fines. 
Somerset County has not finished 
its investigations, but,.in the midst of an 
official inquiry, the vouchers of the County 
Collector were stolen, thas virtually con- 
fessing the corruption which the abstracted 
documents would have proved. When men 
hear the namesof Warren, Hunterdon, Som- 
erset, and Sussex Counties—and we may as 
well add Middlesex—in New-Jersey, they 
are reminded of infamous erimes perpe- 
trated in those subdivisions of the State by 
men who have repeatedly added perjury to 
theft, forgery, and malfeasance in office. 
And the chances are that it will require 
many years to famigate these counties thor- 
oughly and drive out the lingoring traces of 
corruption which there remain. 

The case becomes more hopeless when 
we see that the men who were engaged in 
these various petty Rings are as active as 
ever in polities. Thé conviction and 
imprisonment of the Warren County offi- 


‘eers, for example, has not destroyed the 


Ring, although it has sent one section of 
the plunderers to jail. Everybody knew 


‘that the men who were convioted of robbing 
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eounty expenses were trebled in volume 
within two years. 
- That part of New-Jersey which is em- 
braced in the counties named is not densely 
nor does it contain many large 
towns, For the most part,‘the tax-payers 
are farmers and scattered manufacturers. 
The men who have been concerned 
in swindling the people are not city-bred 
scamps; they are drawn from the com- 
munities which they have plundered. 
Bucolic virtue, if there be such a 
grace, cannot be found in the agri- 
cultural regions of New-Jersey, The do- 
ings of the Rings of Warren and . Somerset 
were patterned after the rascalities of the 
Tweed gang of New-York. When the expo- 
sure of the misdeeds of these men was made, 
@ year ago, it was said that if the honest 
farmers had attended to public affairs as 
they should, such conspiracies would have 
been impossible. The four or five robbed 
counties were thoroughly aroused, and the 
tax-payers expected to see their public 
officers sent to jail. This sensation 
seems to have passed away. The tax- 
payers appear to think that the corrup- 
tion has been rooted out. This is a 
fatal error. The Democratic managers 
have nothing to lose, everything to gain. 
The vitality of the shattered Rings is due to 
their determination not to give up the 
offices which have money in them. The 
thieves who were not convicted and sent 
to Trenton are managing county politics 
forthe Democracy. They may have their 
way now, but, sooner or later, unless Jersey 
tice sleeps, they will bring up in the 
risoners’ dock. , 


SCIENTIFIC CATS. 


Dr. Burt G. WiipeR may perhaps be re- 
membered as a scientific person, who pub- 
liely demonstrated at Saratoga last Sum- 
mer that when.a catis frozen solid, sawed 
into slices, and each slice secured in a 
separate bottle of alcohol, the animal’s 
powers of singing in the back-yard are 
seriously curtailed. Dr, WitpeRr evidently 
finds a peculiar fascination in the study of 
cats, for he has just issued a pamphlet en- 
titled the “‘ Anatomicgl Uses of the Cat,”, 
in which may be found many interesting 
and, to most people, novel facts. 

The writer assumes at the outset that it 
is necessary for the medical student to 
practice dissection. Now, there are many 
obstacles in the way of the frequent dis- 
section of the human subject.. There is not 
much difficulty in obtaining human skele- 
tons, but the skeleton alone is, as the author 
justly. remarks, as ‘‘dreary as a fireless 
grate.” What the student needs is a cheer- 
ful corpse, and this is very expensive. In 


this country the supply never equals the 
demand... It is teue that in Europe the 


supply is so large that in some cities a fair 
article of corpse can be bought for fifty 
cents; but if any attempt were made to 
supply the American market with foreign 
corpses, Congress would instantly impose a 
heavy import duty, for the protection 
of. American manufactures. Not only 
is the human subject ‘so costly 
that few medical students can treat 
themselves fo more than one or twos 
corpses annually, but it is - inconven- 
iently large. It has to be laid on a long 
table expressly @onstructed for the purpose, 
and the student is compelled to stand on 
his feet while working, instead of betng 
able to'sit down and enjoy his work without 
fatigue. Then there is the difficulty of dis- 
posing of the chips after the work of the 
knife and saw isended. Dr. Wiper re- 
marks that itis the habit of the profession 
to got rid of partially-dissected dogs by ty- 
ing them to a freight train so that they 
will be dragged behind as the train 
moves. on, and distributed impartially 
over several miles, of track. This could 
not be done with the human sabject, and 
hence the medical stadent, in addition to 
his other expenses, is compelled to main- 
tain a private cemetery. Finally, the hu- 
man subject, having nearly always died of 
disease or violence, is, in almost all cases, 
more or less damaged. If the medical men 
were allowed to select healthy men and 
women and kill them, for. the purposes of 
dissection, they could obtain unblemished 
sudjects, but in deference to popular preja- 
‘dice, they can only kill their patients, and

when they learn “how slight-are the differ- 
ences between a catand a man,” meaning 
of course, aman of science. Each has “‘a 
head, @ neck, a trunk, and two pairs of 
limbs, with similar bones, muscles, and 
joints.” Moreover, ‘‘the chest, abdomen, 
and pelvis contain the same organs, simi- 
larly arranged.” ‘‘ Let us,” pursues theau-_ 
thor, .* examine the arm, or front leg, of 
the setentific person. We shall find that it 
has the shoulder-blade and collar-bone, 
humerus, ulna and radius, carpals, meta- 
earpals, and phalanges,” which we find in 
the front leg of the cat. Both cats and 
scientific persons have a collection of iden- 
tical museles with Latin names, that would 
certainly loosen the back teeth of any cat 
who should try to pronounce them ; and in 
conclusion we are told that the cat's brain 
‘*presents all the primary divisions, and 
some of the fissures of the hemispheres are 
homologous with those of man.” 

It may be conceded. that Dr. Witprr’s 
arguments fully prove the anatomical use- 
fulness of the cat, but it is possible he has 
proved too much.,If the scientific person so 
closely resembles a cat, would it not be wise 
and fitting for him to go and be a cat in the in- 
tervals of weariness of self which every map 
oceasionally feels? Dr. Witprr has over- 
looked this possible result of his 
pamphlet, bat he may be assured that 
people will not readily forgive him when 
they their back fences infested with 
howling scientific persons engaged in prac- 
tically illustrating their startling resem- 
blance to cats.

Bat, 
whichever view be the correct. one, there can be no 
two opinions as to the iy conduet of the Su- 
pervisors of the county in the matter. The case was 
one. which on its face demanded the most thorough 
investigation. Besides this, the county had suffered 
—whether justly or unjastly—in the estimation of 
the general public because of the number of erimes 
previously committed there, and it was due to the 
law-abiding residents and to persons having property 
interests within its limits that the stigma should be 
removed from the plaee, and that everything should 
be done whieh would tend to add to the feeling of se- 
eurity. The Supervises, however, seemed to be 
above—or below derati of this kind, and 
gave a characteristic exhibition of parsimony, like 
that which has distinguished many a more impor- 
tant place, and when the persevering ‘and faithful 
District Attorney of the county put ina bill for ae- 
tual and necessary expenses. it was entirely disal- 
lowed.
